17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/or exterior) 


The Jacob: Wilcox House has a five-bay facade with a central entry. Win- 
dows have narrow plain board surrounds and are fitted with 2-over-2 sash. 
Facade windows are paired and offset towards the corners of the house; 
second-floor windows are located immediately under the eaves. The entry 
has a splayed molded surround; the heavy paneled door has small lights 
along its upper edge. Hewn overhangs are found at the second floor and 
across the gable ends. The molded main roof cornice shows a partial 
return. To the left is a modern one-story garage extension; the right 
elevation, located on a slope, has a raised brick basement. There is 

a small shed-roofed extension to the rear. 


Architecturally, the Jacob Wilcox House is significant as a well- pre- 
served example of an 18th-century central chimney house. An adaptation 
of traditional English building techniques to a harsh climate rich in 
stone, timber, and firewood, the central chimney house was the pre- 
dominant domestic building type in 18th-century New England. The large 
central chimney, generally constructed of stone below the roofline, 
functioned as an enormous heat-moderating mass. Once warmed, its tons 
of rock could store and release heat for hours. It remained popular in 
relatively isolated areas such as Berlin until about 1800. Typical 
18th-century features present here include the symmetrical five-bay 
facade, the location of the second-floor windows, parallel-ridge orien- 
tation, and hewn overhangs. The entrance treatment is an interesting 
feature: it is an adaptation of the traditional molded-board surround 
but shaped so as to suggest the splayed lintels of Georgian doorways.
